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SUMMARY. OFFICIAL DATA ABOUT THE JUNE 18 ELECTIONS IS SLOWLY 
BEING PUBLISHED. HOWEVER, WITH THE GENERAL OUTLINES OF THE 
RESULTS KNOWN, SPECULATION TURNS TO PROBABLE ALLIANCES AMONG 
PARTIES AND THE PROBLEMS OF ACCOMODATION BETWEEN A LEGALLY 
ELECTED ASSEMBLY AND A DE FACTO GOVERNMENT. GOP LEADERS HAVE CON- 
GRATULATED THE PEOPLE AND THE ELECTORAL COMMISSION AND THE OTHER 
AUTHORITIES INVOLVED IN CARRYING OUT THE ELECTIONS IN AN EXEM- 
PLARY MANNER. ALL INDICATIONS TO DATE ARE THAT THE ELECTORAL PROCESS 
WAS REMARKABLY FREE FROM FRAUD OR COERCION. HOWEVER, THE GOVERNMENT 
STILL FACES DECISIONS REGARDING DETENTIONS AND DEPORTATIONS OF 
CANDIDATES AS WELL AS THE CONTINUING PROBLEMS PROVOKED BY THE 
ONGING ECONOMIC CRISIS. END SUMMARY. 

1 . AS THE EMBASSY REPORTED EARLIER, PRECISE DATA ABOUT THE OVER- 
ALL ELECTION RESULTS, INCLUDING BLANK OR INVALIDATED BALLOTS AND 
ABSENTEEISM, WILL NOT RPT NOT BE KNOWN UNTIL AT LEAST NEXT WEEK. 

WHILE THE DISTRIBUTION OF SEATS IS NOT RPT NOT EXPECTED TO CHANGE 
DRAMTICALLY, THE EXACT ALLOCATION OF SEATS IN THE ASSEMBLY COULD 
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HAVE SOME EFFECT ON THE KINDS OF ALLIANCES AND ACCOMODATIONS THAT 
FINALLY MIGHT EMERGE. AS OF TODAY, THE LOCAL PRESS CLAIMED THAT 
OFFICIAL FIGURES WERE RUNNING CLOSE TO EARLIER UNOFFICIAL PROJEC- 
TIONS. PRESS REPORTS, OUR TALKS WITH MAJOR PARTY LEADERS AND 
JOURNALISTS, ALL CONFIRM OUR ESTIMATE THAT THE ELECTORAL PROCESS 
WAS CARRIED OUT AN ORDERLY AND FAIR MANNER. 
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2. APRA AND PPC - THE ARITHMETICAL LOGIC OF AN A PRAT PC UNDER- 
STANDING IS APPARENT TO EVERYONE AND REPORTS ARE ALREADY CIRCULA- 
TING ABOUT CONTACTS BETWEEN THE TWO PARTIES EXPECTED TO COMMAND A 
TOTAL OF 63 OR 64 SEATS IN THE CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY. APRA'S CO- 
SECRETARY AND CAPAIGN DIRECTOR RAMIRO PRIALE AND PPC'S NO. 4 
CANDIDATE ROBERTO RAMIREZ DEL VILLAR ARE RUMORED TO BE THE LIKELY 
NEGOTIATORS BETWEEN THE TWO PARTIES. IDEOLOGICAL DIFFERENCES 
CONTINUE TO SEPARATE THE TWO (APRA 7, REFTEL A) AND WITH AN EYE 

ON THE GENRAL ELECTIONS APRA IS EXTREMELY CONCERNED TO PRESERVE 
ITS INDEPENDENCE, PROMOTE ITS OWN PHILOSOPHICAL CONCEPTS AND AVOID 
TOO CLOSE AN IDENTIFICATION WITH THE RIGHT. (APRA IS TILL SMART- 
ING OVER THE ADVERSE CONSEQUENCES OF ITS 60'S ALLIANCE WITH 
ORDRIA'S PARTY). 

3. LEFTIST PARTIES ALLHA VE ISSUED SELF-CONGRATULATORY STATEMENTS 
ABOUT THE OVERALL 30 PERCENT SHOWING, ALONG WITH SOME GENRAL 
STATEMENTS ABOUT THE NEED FOR LEFTIST UNITY. HOWEVER, APRT 
FROM A FOCEP-UDP MEETING IN PARIS, WE HAVE NO RPT NO REPORTS OF 
MORE CONCRETE STEPS TO CREATE A LEFTIST BLOC. ACCORDING 

TO PRESS REPORTS, EXILED CANDIDATES GENARO LEDESMAN (FOCEP), 

RICARDO LETTS (UDP), JAVIER DIEZ CANSECO (UDP) AND RICARDO 
NAPURI (FOCEP) HAVE FORMED A SOLIDARITY COMMITTEE IN PARIS. 

FOCEP REPORTEDLY ALSO REAFFIRMED ITS INTENTION TO REMAIN IN THE 
ASSEMBLY AND SEND ALTERNATIVE CANDIDATES IN CASE ITS EXILES ARE 
NOT RPT NOT ALLOWED TO RETURN TO PERU. PSR LEADER LEONIDAS 
RODRIGUEZ FIGUEROA WHO WAS DEPORTED TO ARGENTINA, AND PSR CANDI- 
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DATE NUMBER 6, RAFAEL RONCAGILIOLO ORBEGOSO ARE BOTH SEEKING ASYLUM 
IN MEXICO, ALTHOUGH GOP CLAIMS RONCAGLIOLO IS NOT UNDER DETNETION 
ORDER. FOCEP'S NUMBER TWO CANDIDATE HERNAN CUENTAS WAS REPORTED 
ARRESTED IN LIMA A FEW DAYS AGO, BUT HIS CURRENT STATUS IS UNKNOWN. 

PCP HAS PROTESTED THE ARREST OF ONE OF ITS CANDIDATES. TU T I .TAN SIERRA 
COLLADES, AFTER THE ELECTIONS. ALTHOUGH SOME POLITICAL LEADERS 
ARE OPTIMISTIC THAT THE GOP WILL PERMIT THE RETURN OF ELECTED 
EXILES AND GRANT DETAINED OR EXILED DELEGATES PARLIAMENTARY 
IMMUNITY. A GOVERNMENT ANNOUNCEMENT ON THIS ISSUE IS UNLIKELY UNTIL 
THE OFFICIAL RESULTS OF THE ELECTIONS ARE KNOWN. 

4. THE INDEPENDENT MAGAZINE OIGA REPORTED THAT THE GOP INTENDS 
TO PROCEED WITH ITS PLANS TO NAME MORE CIVILIANS TOTHE CABINET 
PRIOR TO THE JULY 28 OPENING OF THE ASSEMBLY. HOWEVER, OIGA 
CONTINUES, PRIOR TO THE ELECTIONS THE GOP HAS EXCLUDED PSR. 

FOCEP AND UDP FROM ANY INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS WITH POLITICAL 
PARTIES ABOUT NEW MINISTRIES. WHILE THERE IS STILL A GOOD CHANCE 
THAT MORE CIVILIAN MINISTERS MIGHT BE NAMED SOON, THE ADVISORY 
ROLE FOR POLITICAL PARTIES IN THESE NOMINATIONS BECOMES MORE 
PROBLEMATICAL AND PARTY LEADERS ARE WELL AWARE OF THE POLITICAL 
RISKS INVOLVED. THE ARTILCE CONCLUDES THAT THIS WHOLE ISSUE WILL 
HAVE TO BE RESTUDIED N VIEW OF THE SURPRISING SHOWING OF THE 
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ULTRA'S MAJORITY (FOCEP-UDP) IN THE LEFT'S 30 PERCENT VOTE. 

5. THE GOVERNMENT HAS NOT RPT NOT RESOLVED THE TEACHER'S STRIKE 
AND DESPITE OPTIMISTIC OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENTS THE STRIKE IS SERIOUSLY 
AFFECTING THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. THE GOP HAD PREVIOUSLY 
ORDERED 77 TEACHERS SUMMARILY FIRED AND HAS NOW ADDED 33 MORE 
CASES TO THIS PROCESS. THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION HAD GRANTED 
PAY TO THE TEACHERS OUT ON STRIKE DURING MAY BUT HAS NOW ORDERED 
THAT ANY LOST TIME DURING JUNE BE DEDUCTED FROM THE NEXT PAYCHECK. 
EMBASSY UNDERSTANDS INFORMALLY THAT CERTAIN SUTEP LEADERS HAVE 
BEEN DETAINED. SOME WERE HELD ONLY FOR SHORT PERIODS OF TIME 
WHILE OTHERS ARE STILL IN JAIL. SUTEP CONTINUES TO HOLD MEETINGS.
